SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Beauty and 
_Holiness 


} ‘HE chapters relating to Joseph, 
a part of which is read in this 
week's Portion of the Law, have 

always been admired and loved by 
those to whom the Bible is Holy 
Scripture. But there are people who 
approach the Bible as literature. and 
they too are full of admiration: he 
who wrote the history of Joseph was 
a“ great artist” they exclaim. By that, 
these admirers create a problem of 
which they themselves are not aware 


but which is vital to the religious Jew. 


The religious Jew regards those 


anonymous men who wrote the Bible 


as prophets, not as mere artists. At 
the same time it is obvious that these 
prophets employed style and used their 
powers of expression; they had the 
ability to bring home their message. 

The Jewish religion aims at holiness. 
Art aims at beauty. In stating these 


- two facts both difference and simi- 


larity are expressed. We can speak of 
the beauty of our festivals, and. of 
Jewish home life. Everyone must feel 


that the whole atmosphere of a room - 


-brightened by the two Sabbath candles 
is Changed, as reality is changed when 
it Js transformed by poetry. 
we not be happy to find in poetry a 
force aiding us in our religious aim ? 
This. question, it seems, must be 
answered in the affirmative. But careful 


investigation is necessary to solve the 


problem of the relationship between 
the prophet and the poet, between 
holiness and beauty. 


| FACH one of us may know of a 


writer whom he loves and may 
even compare with a prophet. The ‘art 
of Charles Dickens had the same aim 
as that of Amos. Both castigated social 
injustice ; both spoke to the conscience 
of their contemporaries, and what they 
had to say was as valid-in the eighth 
century B.C.E., as it- was in the 


Victorian Age and at all times. Read-: 
the Psalms we delight in their 


literary beauty. The Psalmist him- 
self rejoices in the beauty of the 
creation of God: he. imagines. the 
stars, the trees, and the rivers asa 
host, singing the praise of the Lord; 
he calls for cymbal and trumpet, and 


they .aré used for the purpose of: 


worshipping God. Thus, it is Not only 
poetry but also music that has to be 
considered in explaining the similarities 
and the differences between the. aims 


of art and prophecy. 


_ The prophet has his message which 
he brings in the.name of God, and it 


is this which makes him a. prophet. 
But beauty need not always have a_ 


message. The prophet may often 
employ a literary style similar to that 
‘of the artist, But as a prophet he is 
not an artist ; that is not his intention. 
In speaking of truth and justice he 
may employ parable and an exalted 


form of wrjting. But his vision is of - 


God, demanding truth and justice 


Prophecy is not poetry. Prophecy has: 


a message, and this message is clear, 


not masked with the veils of imagery. 


ROPHECY arouses the conscience 
while. art entertains. We must be 
conscious of this important difference. 


How often do we hear the expression : 


“It was a beautiful service!” Surely 
we want in. our. service more than 
beauty and decorum. We want holiness 
to be near. us. 
cannot in our service content ourselves 
with those who have only the artistic 


_gifts of the singer or of the orator. 


This solves also the difficulty of 
those who wish to bring “Jewish 
music” into our service. . Perhaps it 
would be wrong to speak of the

MR. CHURCHILL ANp 


JEWISH PROBLEMS 
Dr. O. Rabinowicz’s 
Address

Dr. Oskar K. Rabinowicz, whose 
book “ Fifty Years of Zionism: A 
Historical Analysis of Dr. Weizmann’s 
Trial and Error” has been the subject 
of recent correspondence in the 
columns of this paper, gave an address 
on “ Winston S. Churchill on Jewish 
Problems—1900-50" to the Hamp- 
stead Literary and Debating Society 
in the Hampstead Synagogue Hall. 
N.W.6, on Sunday. Mr. I. Finestein 
presided. 

The speaker asserted that Mr. Churchill 
had always. espoused the cause of 
oppressed Jews. This was apparent in 
his speeches after the Kishineff pogroms 
in 1905 and after Hitler's onslaught on 
the Jews from 1933 onwards. In 192}. 
Secretary, Mr. Churchill 
became one of the architects of the 
Jewish National Home, and he was the 
author of the White Paper of 1922 which 
constituted the first whittling down of the 
Balfour Declaration. His stand against 
the partition of Palestine in 1936 and 


(1937 was as well known as his opposition. 
it could 


to the White Paper of 1939. 
honestly be stated that in Mr. Churchill 
the Jewish people mae a great and sincere 
friend, 


Race 

‘Dr. Rabinowicz went on to quote from 
an article written. by Mr. Churchill in 
i920 in the SunDay ILLUSTRATED 
in which he stated: “ No thoughtful map 
can doubt the fact that they are the most 
formidable and the most remarkable race 
which has éver appeared im the world.” 

Mr. Churchill considered Christianity 
to be the epitome of supreme cultural 
and ethical values, he went on. But when 
he sought the sources and foundations of 


- Christianity, he frankly and courageously 
declared as the 


result of his. inquiry: 
“ We owe to the Jews im. the Christian 
revelation a system of ethics which, even 
if it were entirely separated from. the 
supernatural, would be the most precious 
possession of mankind, worth, in fact, 
the fruns of all other wisdom and learn- 
ing together.” 

The great statesman saw two concep- 
tions in Judaism, two groupings in the 
Jewish community, which he sincerely 
respected. the national’ Jews and the 
Zionisis. The “ national’ Jews were 
those who were usually termed * assimila- 
Yet with al! his respect for 
that group Mr. Churchill saw a limitation 
cramping their conceptions and a merely 

‘negative resistance,’ as he called: it.. in 
their activities. |

‘RESTRICTIVE COVENANT 


Commenting. on the. news in last 


week's issue of the Canadian Supreme 


Court's . decision that a restrictive 
covenant against Jewish ownership of 
property was illegal, our Legal Corrés- 
pondent writes on the probable pasition 
in England: 

A Restrictive Covenant that the owner 
should not transfer his 
interest to a Jew, would not be enforced 
by means of an injunction.

The growing interest in the subject of © 
‘religion is evidenced by the recent pubhi- 


cation of books dealing with the principal 
faiths of mankind, notably the monu- 
mental volume, “The Bible of the 
World.” and the comprehensive treatise 
on ‘’ The Great Religions of the Modern 
World.” edited by E. J.-Jurji. Less 
ambitious in scope is the. work under 
review. although its aim is similar : to 
provide an account of the religious beliefs 
held by the largest part of the human 
race. 

In the first chapter on “ Animism,” the 


primitive faith of man and the. different 


theories to. account for its ‘origin: are 
briefly discussed, such as Tyler's deriva- 
tion from a belief in the existence of 
spirits, Frazer's from a belief in the 
efficacy of magic, and Herbert Spencer's 
from. ancestor worship.

HE time has come to describe 
what they are saying in Israel. 
Not everyone says the same 


thing, of course: there are many 


points of view. Great sections of the 
population are inarticulate—the old 
people, the children, the newcomers. 
the Oriental Jews. But among’ the 
others . there are certain recurrent 
opinions which I shall try to analyse. 
Briefly, the outlook jn Israel to-day 
appears bleak: the prevailing mood 
is One of gloom. The optimists admit 
that the situation is very bad: the 
pessimists prophesy that it will get 
worse. They say that Israel is now 
entering ihe seven lean years. 


The people of Israel grumble a lot. 


as do the people of Britain. It is a 
healthy sign and evidence of consider- 
able political freedom. But - most 
Israelis are tough: the Jew is dogged 
by nature after two thousand years of 
‘being pushed around. He is also 
buoyed up by an irrational belief in 
miracles, especially when times are 


hard. Even the irreligious in Israel - 


find quiet comfort in the assumption 
that the Jews are still God's. Chosen. 
People. God did not fail. them two 
years. ago in their defence against 


overwhelming Arab odds. will not 
fail them now. 


High Cost of Living 
Meanwhile, however. Israelis must 
suffer many small tribulations in their 
everyday life. There is much groaning 
about the high cost of living. It is 
no longer rising, thank God; it-was 


once: even ‘higher, and was reduced 


last-year by vigorous State action. But 
it shows. litthe tendency to fall any. 
further and is now static at a point 
about three and a half times as high as 
before the Second World War. This 
means, of. course, that the. Israel 
pound has lost about two-thirds of its 
purchasing power. Wages, however, . 
are also multiplied by. three. And 
where they are not—as in the case of 


senior. civil servants-—people: tend to- 


take on a second job in their. spare 
time to make both ends meet. 
Another cause of dissatisfaction is. 
This 
impesed partly as a revenue: measure, 


partly to control purchasing power and 
prevent inflation. But tax evasion is 
practised on a considerable scale, even 
among otherwise respectable citizens. 
_- Apart from high prices, the most 
frequent complaint is of shortages in 
the shops. This is felt most acutely 
in the case of food. It is not. that 
sO many things are rationed, but that 
they cannot be found anywhere save 
under the counter or in the ‘black 
market. The rationed food available 


is hardly adequate to maintain a man 


on heavy work, even in the summer 


Complaints about Food 


The food problem is complicated. by 
defective. distribution. Ihe sugar 
ration -for August, for example, was a 
month late. Much fresh fruit and 
vegetables never reached the market 
because it did not pay the grower to 


have it picked at the present price of. 
-jabour. These and innumerable other 


complaints are passed from mouth to 
mouth, and add fuel to latent indig- 
nation. | 
The introduction of clothes ration- 
ing in Israel caused a wild outburst of 
public. indignation. First, everyone 
was horrified that the economic situa- 
tion had deteriorated to such. a degree 
that further rationing was imperative. 
Secondly, the whole of the plans were 
kept a dead secret—to avoid the buy- 
ing up of stocks jn anticipation. But 
the trade. already furious at thé. cur- 
tailment of its business, was even more 


hurt by this lack of confidence shown ~ 


to them by their Government. The 
public, too, had not been: adequately 
prepared by the Ministry and the press 
for this further drastic. encroachment. 
on its: freedom... But there are other 
shortages which are far more irritating 
—writing paper, for example... or 
matches.. The. shortage of ‘foreign 
books and periodicals 1s: also a°great 
source of grievance, especially among 
the older section of the population. 
born abroad. for whom Hebrew is not 
their mother tongue. -In general, the 
shops have little to offer, although vou 
would. never, guess -from their. 
windows.

A great deal of new 
housing has been built since the end of 
the Second World War, some by 
private. builders, usually for sale;

But the 
volume of completed housing 1s 
wholly inadequate compared with the 
demand, which rises each day as fresh 
shiploads of immigrants. arrive. 

As a result, there is enormous con- 
gestion everywhere and rentais are 
astronomic.

Housing Problems 


The housing situation will unfor- 
tunately now: deteriorate instead of.

being done on them :.and few new 
buildings are being started. . Housing 
is likely to remain-an intractable 
problem.in Israel, as in Great Britam, 
for ‘many vears to come.

Postal Deliveries - 


The postal service is, like most 


things in Israel, heavily overloaded. 


There are queues everywhere :: there 
always have been, even under -the 
Mandate. . Although new sub-post 


offices have been opened, the popula- . 


tion has increased even faster, and the 
queues grow, with consequent grumb- 
ling. . There is also discontent because 
things always seem to be out of stock 
when you want them-—stamps of con-,

The postal deliveries are excessively 
slow, due only in part to the censor- 
ship.

THE MIRACLE OF

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TEACHERS AND THE CENTRAL COUNCIL 


| To the Editor of Tue Jewish CHRonicLe 


Sin,—May I be permitted to reply to 
points from Mr. Levin's letter in your 


assue of October |! 


On the: subject of. teachers and the 
London Board: the Londen Board 
neither levies nor collects taxes but simply 
administers money raised and passed on 
to it through the education tax; it deals 
solely with education and it adopts the 

normal procedure of any County or 
Borough Education Committee in estab- 
lishing sub-committees for specific aspects. 
A Joint Consultative Committee (cf. the 
Burnham Committee where teachers are 
represented through their Unions) would 
provide the medium for discussion on 
‘Salaries, and would mect Mr. Levin's 
objection to teacher-members doing. so 
at the Board itself. . 

Since’ the London Board did not grant 
a higher rate of pay to day-school 
teachers, the request alone can hardly 
have contributed to the Board's financial 
crisis—though the Board's decision may 


well have cut off a potential teaching 


source. Incidentally, part-time Hebrew 
teachers engaged on a permanent. basis 


‘cannot be compared with. secular. part- 


time. teachers who receive a higher rate 
per hour than their. full-time colleagues 
in lew of holiday and srk pay. 
Regarding the Central Council: on the 
authority of members of its Executive 


(consulted for verification) it must. be 


reaffirmed that this is not a teacher- 
employing body, since areas represented 
on it are autonomous in this respect. 
‘Naturally the Council engages. adminis- 
officers for its provincial 
inspections’ but not teachers as. stich; 
thus since no members of the N.U.H.T. 
are employed the Council; the 


disability clause would not be contravened 
if the N.U.HLT.’s request for representa- 


ion. were. met... 

Now in regard to the National Union 
of Hebrew Teachers itself: since - the 
Union represents a majority. of the 


Board's employees (i bas never claimed 


more). we contend that it can speak more 


“authoritatively than an individual who— 
Mr. Levin's own mathematical argu- 


ment—represents only the smallest frac- 
tion of those employed by the Board. To 


headmasters. 


our knowledge there is no other 
professional -association comprehensively 
embracing every Category of teachers ang 
Clearly, the Union would 
ensure that those representing it had the 
requisite qualities. Indeed itis a piiy that 
recently the Board could not ‘have the 
beneiit of those qualities in the case of 
several teachers who felt unable to serve 
on sub-committees, since it was made 
clear that. they would sit in a persona! 
(and thus non-representative) Capacity. 
Mr, Levin. will know that it is norma! 
British practice for individuals to be 
represenied in negotiation through their 
protessional associations, and there sec ms 
no reason for not applying thi io 


Hebrew teachers. 


To speak of “ methods of denigration 
and misrepresentation empioyed by ‘ihe 
Union” is a serious charge, and 1 mus: 
ask Mr. Levin in all fairness to furnish 
evidence. Any public statement made by 
the N.U.H.T. 1s always based on 
trovertible facts which the Union. js 
prepared to substantiate. It is particularly 
unfortunate that this allegation is made 
at a time when it may prejudice a newly 


elected Board whose members, fee! 


sure, wish to see rapprochement between 
the Board and the Union—-which' js 
likewise the wish of the Union. — 
Finally, on the question of qualifica- 
tions Mr. Levin and the Union are at 
one, In a Memorandum sent to the 
Board in 1946 the N.U.H.T. stressed the 
desirability of a minimum qualification, 
while in 1947 it wrote suggesting evening 
courses for practising teachers. If there 
is any Jack of response to the facilities 
provided, may it not be because teachers 
and would-be teachers do not who! ly

POSITION OF GERMAN 
JEWISH STUDENTS

From Mr. S. NEWMAN 


was pleased to learn from ‘the 
letter of Mr. Majeski and Mr. Bers that 
the attitude of German-Jewish studenis 
towards Israel is far more positive than 
I imagined, and I apo! ogise if I did them 
an jnjustice in my article.

Berlin. at the present time; .given. the 
present. international situation, Berlin is 
not a particularly desirable place of ‘resi- 
dence. Not that I wish to minimise in

Berlin; the knowledge of. their desire

After all, these students are rightly 
financed. out of Jewish funds.

As pointed out in. my~ article, that 


sense of responsibility was not shown by 
those students who had. taken the trouble 
io. visit Israel.: What was one to think 
of those who had not made the journey ? 

Perhaps the most vile crime perpetrated 
by Huler is the degradation he . has 
brought to so many human beings, 
depriving them of any notion of self- 
respect. It is some consolation to know, 
as is shown by the- letter of Messrs.

(ONONTRARY to accepted opinion, 
political Zionism, the ideal of 
a Jewish State in Palestine, was 
promulgated jn Europe by prominent 
jews and non-Jews long before the 
foundation of the “Bilu” and 
“Chovevei Zion” in Russia jn. the 
eighties of the last century. Indeed, 
these organisations and movements, 
whose main and modest aim was the 
promotion of Jewish colonisation in 
Palestine, were directly greatly 
influ by the ideas and plans for 
“Jewish National Restoration” 
(Political Zionism) which appeared in 
Furope at the end of the eighteenth 
and the beginning of the. nineteenth 
century. 

The first Chovevei Zion hardly dared 
dream about a Jewish National State, 
Some of them (Ahad Ha’am among 
them) were suspicious of Dr. Herzi's 
“judenstaat” and the national, 
political Zionist Movement which he 
called to life. 


it was logical and natural that the — 


ideals. and slogans about brotherhood . 
and equality, thrown up by the French 
Revolution, should become applicable 
to national entities. Napoleon became 
the idol of the subjugated nations. As 
is known, he toyed with a romantic 
plan (for strategic reasons) to restore: 
Jerusalem to the Jews, -One can say. 
that Bonaparte was the first modern 
political Zionist. It. was not merely 
the romantic caprice of a poet who . 
admired Napoleon and who fought. 
for the independence of Greece which 
caused’ Byron to write his famous 


One often hears from Zionist his- 
torians and publicists that Dr. Pinsker 
was moved to write his splendidly 
sober and realistic * Auto-emancipa- 
tion ” by the pogroms in Russia in the 
‘eaghties. 
the Dreyfus Affair had such a shat- 
tering effect on Herzl, the clegant 
assimilated Viennese journalist, that he 
turned Zionjst and was inspired to 
write his “ Judenstaat.” No one can 
deny that the two  events—the 
pogroms in Russia and the Dreyfus 
Affair—had a tremendously sobering 
effect on Pinsker and Herzl. But the 
events in France and Russia would not 
im themselves have sufficed to cause 
these two great Jews to write their 
Zionist classics if Zionist ideas had 
not previously been promulgated by 
prominent Jewish. and non-Jewish 
writers, poets, and Statesmen.

in the year 1833, Disraeli wrote his 
characteristic Oriental novel “ Allroy,” 
a novel which can rightly be con- 
sidered as a Zionist romance.” 
was written years before Mapu wrote 
his “Love of Zion” and while the 
first poets of the Maskilim period were 
‘busy awakening the people from their 
age-long torpor. George Eliot. wrote 
her fine “ Zionist” novel Damiel 
Deronda ” before the foundation of 
the Bila and Chovevei Zion. In F893 


it was translated inio Hebrew. by 
David Frishman. Ferdinand Lassalle 
(1825-64) wrote in his schoolboy 


diary that he would willingly give his 
life for the restoration of Palestine to 
the Jewish people. 

It is even more important to note 
that there were two important books. 


dealing with Jewish nationalism even 


before publication of the views of .Dr. 
- Pinsker and Dr. Herzl, who are rightly 
considered the founders of modern 
political Zionism and secular Jewish 
nationalism. They were “ Parts. Rome, 
and Jerusalem,” by Joseph Salvador 
(1796-1873), and the still more famous 
work by Moses Hess (1812-1875), 
“Rome and Jerusalem.” In both 
books. the ideas of political State 
Zionism and. Jewish nationalism: are 
prominent. Many more Zionist utter- 
ances by prominent writers and states- 
men, Jewish and non-Jewish, of that 
period, show how political Zionism 


developed organically in the mine-_ 
teenth century—the century of 
romantic nationalism before — the 


foundation of the Chovevei. Zion

Pinsker, Who was so scep- 
tical of the “ emancipation that comes 
from the head and not from the heart 
of the Gentile nations who will always 
mistrust a “ghost nation” without a 
land of. its own,” relied greatly on 
emancipated Jews. in Western Europe 
and their influence and help in_ the 
work of auto-emancipation. 


Aggressive Nationalian 
By freeing the middle classes, the 


French Revolution had called to hfe 
‘the national romanticism in Europe, 


of which political Zionism was one 
belated feature. At the end of. the 


century European nationalism became 


less romantic and more realistic and 
aggressive. The new powerful 
bourgeoisie became jealous of its 


‘power and conscious of competitors. 


The emancipated or semi-emancipated 
Jewish bourgeoisie became too big in 
the eyes of their class compatriots. At 
the end of the century we saw the 
rise of. modern European antisemitism. 
which found its most virulent and 


“ominous expression in the Dreyfus 


Affair. 
The inevitable sobering up of the 
Jewish intellectuals had to come and 


with it came the end of the platonic

The Austrian Partiamedit has decided to 


abolish the People’s Courts set up in 1945 


to deal with war criminals. Cases hitherto
